GOVERNMENT'S IRISH POLICY. 


~ Debsted in the House of Commons. 7 
od i # London, February 21. 
The Irish policy of the Government waa debated in the House 
of Commons on an ariendment to the Addregs, moved by Capt. W., 
Wedgwood Bonn, declaring that the policy of the Executive in 
Treland had failed to repress outrages, had involved the Crown forces 
‘in a competition of crime, had given the military authorities 
| unrestricted’ discretion in the definition of punishments and had 
frustrated the prospect of the agreed Home Rule settloment. p 

Captain Wedgwood Bonn declared that the Army in Troland 
was costing £1,500,000 monthly, whilo the claims for damages to 
jnat October amounted to a further £5,000,000.. Ho declared that 
the Government had alienated moderate opinion in America and 

‘ France and if it persiated in its policy it threatened Empire disrup- 
tion, He read evidence in support of his charges that Government 
agents worg guilty of looting, using hostages as. fire screens and 
systematic. torrorivation, arson and ‘murder. Ho demanded 
* anawors by Mr. Lloyd Goorge and Sir Hamar Greenwood, whom he, 
charged with responsihijity. 

Sir Hamar Greenwood said the ‘Irish clergy were bolatedly 
facing the real issue, which was mainly indiscriminate and callous 
murders of Crown forces and law-abiding citizens. He quoted 

« denunciations of murdors by Prolates, pointing out that the Opposi- 
’ tien did not omphasis this vital issue, As regards opinion abroad, Sir 
Hamer Greenwood said tho Government's information showed that 
it was realised that the Government was standing for civilisation in 
Treland. Ho denounced the official Liberal propaganda in ciroularis- 
ing France with a chart ot roprisale besmirching their own country, 
in an at‘empt to destroy the Government—(Cheers)—and repudiated 
Mr. Do Valera’s allozations that the soldiers and police outraged 
women, for which no scrap of evidence had been produced. As 
regards the details, which Capt. Bonn quoted, they would be 
abominable if true, but he hoped to show that steps would be taken 
to ensure punishmont if offences occurred. 

Sir Hamar Greenwoot! emphasised the prosperity of Irotand 
since 1914. He said the Sinn Fein conspiracy was carried on by a 
minority of youths. It was extending its activities to Britain in the 
’ hope of intimidating the British people, in which it was oncouraged 

by Labour, the Direct Actionists and the Opposition. 
forces in Ireland were most sevorely disciplined. Men suspected of 
drinking or discourtesy to tho population weré dikn.issed. He con- 
tended that the present troubles were attributable to Mr. Asquith’s 
careless regitne, as tho extremists mistook goodwill. for woakness. 
Ho appealed to the ‘House ot Commons to present a united front; 
thon the murders would conse, Ho hoped the Dominions Premiers 
would be able to'go and welcome a. vigorous partner of the Com- 
monwealth when the Ulster Parliament opened in June and hoped 
the same procedure. would take place in the case of the Southern 
Par iament, 

Lord Robert Cecil endeavoured to refute Sir Hamar Greenwood's 
assertions and described tho Government's policy as a complete 
failure Murders and atrocities wero increasing.. Had the Cork 
burnings occurred in the Colonies, a Commission of Inquiry like the 
Hunscer Commission would have boen immediately instituted, and no 

gtone would bo left unturned. -Lord . Robert Cecil advised the 
Government to throw aside all concealments and appoint a Com- 
mission comprising a Judge, a General and an M.P. to mako a 
searching enquiry. ‘ : 


Mr. Asquith’s Disclaimer. 


; London, February 21. 
“Mr. Asquith replied spiritedly to Sir Hamar Greenwood’s 
implications he that (Mr. Asquith) encouraged Sinn Feinere. He 
pointed out that he had continually deprecated the crimes, but had 
more strongly denounced the Government's exaggarated imitation 
_oftham. Heappealed fora prompt and impartial inquiry and a 

eomplete truce binding both sides. ; 

"Winding up the debate Mr. Bonar Law opined that the Govern- 
ment would oilher havo to surrender to the campaign of crime, or 
prove its power to put down crime. ‘

Views ofa Japanese ‘Publicist. 

1 donot. think, says Dr. Hashl 
Kiroku, writing in the February | 
number of Gendai, that the ques- 
tions pending between (Japan and 
America are of such 4 nature as 
to occasion particularly serious 
concern. It goes without saying 
that many more questions will 
crop up from now on, between 
the two countries? Japan and 
China), but this will be. unavoid- 
ablo, as being near neighbours 
their relationa are very complex, 
with their interests closely inter- 
woven. 

It is the common mission of 
Japan and America to maintain 
by co-operation the peace of the 
Pacific. This is what their in- 
terests dictate, Localor sectional 
unpleasantness may occur, but it 
may be safely said that neither 
Japanese nor American states- 
men will be foolish enough toallow 
them to mar the general situa- 
ion betweon the two countries. . 

There is the California exclu- 
sion question’ for one, but 
Ambnaasador Morris and Baron 
Shidehara, by their sincere 
endeavours, have arrived. at 
a plan of settlement. It re- 
mains to ba seen whether the 
American Senato will consent to 
the ratification of the new Treaty 
drawn. up by the two Ambassa: 
dors. But the Senators are at 
one, it may be presumed, in the 
hope of disposing of the unplea- 
sant quostion as speedily as 
possible, and there seems to bo 
no ‘reason whatever why they 
should refuse their approval to an 
instrumont which is the’ out- 
growth of mutual respect and con- 
cessions. Whether the new 
Treaty will finally solve the 
immigration question, or whether 
the anti-Japanese elements will 
go on planning has yet to be seen. 

The oxclusion movement may 
he expected in America in one 
form or another, but I do not 
think that’ it will ever reach a 
phase to affect fundamentally the 
relations of the two countries. 

Speaking of Japanose-American 
relations, China looms up as an 
important factor, Siberia coming 
next with a similar significance. 
Japan harbours no_ intention 
whatéver of invading America. 
No less is it true that Japan 
harbours no intention whatver of| " 
invading America. No less is it 
true that Japan entertains ab- 
solutely designs on Hawaii or 
the Philippines. There is, there- 
fore, no occasion for a’ clash 
over the continental territory 
of America or any of her 
overseas possessions. Similarly 
we cherish no aggressive purpore 
in regard to China. So varied, 
and complex, however,’ are the 
relations. interlacing the two 
countries ‘over questions of. in- 
terests that disputes are liable to 
occur. To add to this, tho 
suspicions which aAmerica is 
thought to entertain with respect 
to Japan's policy towards China, 
seem to tend to confound the 
situation. 

The great principles for which 
Japan stands in China are the 
preservation of Vhina’s territoral 
integrity, the open door, and 
equal opportunity. 

There may be some Americans 
who doubt this, but let it be 
stated-once and for all that there 
is to-day nota single statesman 
in Japan who would.be unscru- 
pulous enough to face China with 
an aggressive policy of the Ger- 
man school, Ameridan suspicions 
‘all arise from misconceptions, 
but that makes them none the 
less annoying, inasmuch as they 
result in material losses and dis- 
advantages to Japan. 

it is imperative, then, that our 
policy towards China be open 
and impartial and that . we 
strive’ to hve up to ‘the 
thrae principles above mentioned, 
so as to leave no room for miscon- 
ceptions. That we take this much 
precaution is absolutely neces- 
sary. At the same time, however 
it must not be forgotten that the 
Americans are under obligations 
to understand fully and correctly 
the special circumstances. which 
enter into the relations between 
Japan and-China, and to respect 
tho special interests of Japan in 
China. 

There is a vast difference bo- 
tween Japan in 
America in China, and 
differance applies also to Siberia, 
and it is to be hoped of Ameri- 
cans, that in recongnition of the 
special position we occupy io 
China and Siberia, they will have 
the’ broadmindedness, to forbear 
from uncalled for interference. 
America . has ‘or 
time past. Teoogni. 
special interests in 
arising from territorial - 
quity.  Besides,:gensrell 
ing,. it-is undenisbly 
Japan's. inters 


Opposition on the Pacitic 
Coast. 


The announcement of the gen- 
eral terms of the Ambagsadors’ 
agreement for the settlement of 
the California question appears 
to have occasioned consternation 
among the anti-Oriental faction 
on the Pacific coast and prepara- 
tions have begun for a bitter 
resistance to its adaption by the 
Senate. It is reported in dis- 
patches from Washington that 
Mr. Colby conferred with. tho 
President recently, and as a 


reault the President is expected |: 


to send a special Message to 
Congress upon the subject. It 
is said that the American State 
Department considers that Japan 
has. made all the concessions 
possible without admitting racial 
inferiority, which it refuses to 
do. It seoms to be considered by 
those who oppose the adoption 
of the agreemont by the Senate 
that the terms of the agree- 
mont, if adopted, would practical- 
ly nullify .the wider provisions 
of: the existing land- law. The 
anti-Orientals of the Pacific 
coast would bring any possible 
pressure to bear to defeat the 
atrangement, which tens to 
lessen the effect of the Californian 
law. “In view of the opposition 
expected it ia probable that 
definite. action by the Senate 
upon the proposed agreement will 
be postponed until! a new 
administration is inaugurated, 

The action of the Japan- 
American Association in amend- 
ing its constition to permit the 
admission of Americans to serve 
on the Advisory Board and to 
create a logal bureau to interpret 
the Land Law and to assist the 
Japnese, will, it is believed have 
a good effect in preventing a 
misunderstanding and avoiding 
litigation. The ° ‘Association 
proposes to publish a monthly 
newspaper for distribution among 
the Japanese for the purpose of 
aiding in the work of the 
administration and giving mem- 
bers the necessary information 
regarding America. 
on the part of Americans Fair- 
play is a principlo which is most 
cherished by Anglo-Saxans, and it 
is only fairplay we ask of America. 

Suppose Japan were to inter- 
vene in one way’ or another in 
Mexico, or in Contra! America, 
where ‘the United States posserses 
special interests—~American in- 
dignation would know no bounds, 
and Americans would at once 
direct their attack on Japan. 
The positions of China 
and Mexico are not of course, 
identical, but Japan in China and 
Siberia, is nearly the same ‘as 
America in Mexico and Central 
America, If Amoricans are 
sensitive about their special 
interests, so are Japanese about 
theirs—they cannot be otherwise. 

It is an accepted international 
principal in such/tircumstances 
that each understand correctly. 
the stancpoint of ‘the other, and 
mutually respect it, That 
principle is none other than that 
of fairplay. 

International friendships is 
tenable. only with mutual good- 
will and sincerity. Japan and 
America are called upon to 
endeavour, in co-operation, to 
sive reality to this common 
ideal. Let Japan carry into 
practice the principles of the pre- 
servation of territorial integtity 
and the open door in China. Let 
Japan try to open up China for 
the Benfit of all the countries of 
the world, so as to facilitate their 
free sconomic activity in that 
country. Let ‘the countries of 
Europe and America not be 
unduly jealous’ ‘of Japan for 
ocenpying a special position in 
China in evonomie undertakings 
by virtue of’ her. peculiar 
geographical position: 
stand no longer in Japan's way 
Especially let them desist from 
interfering in Chinese political 
questions, thereby to extend their 
interference beyond ‘the bounds 
of economic activity. Thesa 
points being observed; all- will 
able to develop China’s resources 
in peace and harmony.

DISCHARGE OF JAPANESE DOCK- 
YARD HANDS. 

Tho Harima Dockyard, which 
is under the management of the 
Suzuki Company, has dismissed 
1,000 employces, nearly one half 
of the total number, owing to 
slackness of business’ and lack of 
orders. Many of the employees 
at the Toba Dockyard have also 
been discharged. It is hoped to 
find work for a number of tho 
discharged. men at tlie Kobe Steel 
Works. The dismissed men wore 
given some consolation money, 
the amount varying according to 
their wages and term of service, 
and in the case of married men 
travelling expenses for their 
families were.’ also allowed. 
There was no disorder at either 
yard, the men accepting their 
fate as inveitable and recognizing 
that the Company.had dealt with 
them considerately and fairly.

Ship Canal, in which it was stated

If roasonable 
grounds could be given for higher 
ostimates of traffic or revenue, 
the Board would ba prepared to 
examine the question further, 


U.S. MARINE FLEET,

WEAR-SIDE PROSPERITY.

and 14,673 tons. With the 
exception of one P, and O. liner, 
all the vessels are cargo boats. 
Forty of the vossels were built to 
the order of foreign firms, chiefly 
Scandinavian, who placed big 
orders on the Wear atthe con- 
clusion of the war. Official 
returns show that the tonnage of 
vessels launched at Balfast during 
the year was 116,543, as against 
197,826 last year. .

THE RACES. 


To-morrow secs the heginning of another Race Meeting, when 
business will go greatly to the board and all “Hongkong and his 
wife” will wend tbeir way to Happy Valley. Time was when the 
meeting meant a four days’ hotiday to all, but those Je-8 strenuous 
days have passed and it ie with reluctance that a good many men 
give up the cares of office and watch ponies they know littlé or 
nothing about, . But the Races still havo a glamour and a call for 
many, and poy racing ig gaining a greater popularity than it has 
enjoyed for years. Li practically every respect the 1921 meeting 
promises té be a record; there are nore ponies, more owners, more 
ontries thun ever before. And it is probable that the Européan 
“attendance will be a record too. Whether our Chinese friends will 
come back in bigger numbers than in the years since the catastrophe 
of 1418 will remain to bo seen, though there has been talk ofa 
much largernative attendance, 

Looking through the little book compiled by our former 
Govornot (sit, Henry May, K.C.M.G.) arid which was written ‘as far 
back us [$87, one learns that before 1845 races were held at Macao, 
for whieh purpose there were annual pilgrimages made by hundreds 
of local residents. In 1845 the first race mecting was held in Happy 

- Valley, though no records are extant of what took place, The first 
year for which there aro complete records is 1848 and Sir Henry 
May tells us that the horses and ponies “were probably Walers, 
Arabs and Manila ponies, The records go on to show that during 
tho history of racing in the Colony all kinds of horses have been 
used, varying from Arabs, Australian Walers, South African horses, 
English siud-bred horscs, Manila ponies, until finally the sturdy, 
little China pony was adopted. Racing is now confined entirely to 
the last-named mount, though it is.common knowledge that about a 
year ago an attempt was made ty an Australian interested in the 
brecding of Walers to induce our local stewards to make a change. 
It was in 1856 that the China pony first competed and from that 
date he began to grow in favour until eventually he entirely ousted 
all others. So sporting a mount has he proved that his position 
wouid svem to be unassailable, Turning to the personal side, one 
finds that from the earliest days our big “ Hongs" lent their support 
to“ the-sport of Kings.” But perhaps the record that will long go 
unbeaten is that still held by Sir Paul Chater, It was 1865 that he 
firat attonded a Hongkong meeting and for fifty-six years has 
missed cut few. It was in 1883 that he established the record of 
winning fifteen races with ten different ponies out of a string of 
fifteen which he had been running, and that is a record that will be 
hard to beat. By the departure of Mr. T. F. Hough for Home a few 
‘weoks back there was severed another very old association with 
local racing, for Mr. Hough had ridden here as long ago as 1888. 
Ho was Hongkong’s “crack” jockey in his day and for many years 
bad acted as Clerk: of the Course, always appearing ‘in the 
picturesque dress of tho office. It would be possible to reprint a 
great doal of very interesting anecdotal matter, but suffice it fo say 
that the history of racing in Hongkong is one full: of clean sport, 
keen friendly rivalry and wonderful performances by 8 pony which 
would probably, be unjustly Jaughed at in any other country. We 
are told that only once in the whole history. of the Hongkong turf 
has a chargo for dishonest riding ever been made against a rider—a 
Circumstance doubtless due to the fact that the riders have always 
been amateurs. 

And we are again on the eve of another Race Meoting. with a 
record behind us that makes pl asant roading and » future that 
looks full of promise. The sport is a good one, and the annual 
event a social function. The stands are already gaily decorated 
and the enclosure and rails are ablaze with the brilliant colours of 
many flowers. One can almost hear the rattle of the turning 
lottery drums and sec the crowds of interested -ticket-holders 
gathoring round the board that announces the result of the draw- 
ing. It’s alia splendid game of chance played in a splendidly 
sporting way. And long may the day be delayed when the annual 

‘ Race Meeting of Hongkong will be but a matter of history. To all 
we wish the best of luck and four days of enjoyable relaxation.

The Clippers Again, 


Our recent notes on the subject 


jof the clippers havo prompted an 


enthusiustic reader with oxperi- 
ence of those famous craft to 
lonn us Mr... Basil Lubbock's 
narrative of “The China Clippers,” 
and an absorbing volume it is. 
The very chapter-headings induco 
Here 
we got what must surely be the 
whole story of tho Baltimore 
clippors, the opium clippers 
and the tea clippers, 
British and American. In the 
very early days the American 
craft were “ slavers,” smugglers, 
and privateers. Sometimes they 
did not hesitate to fly the Jolly 
Roger,and some daring Americans 
engaged the “ tubby overmasted 
sloops and brigs of the British 
Navy.” The opium clippers, 
often 
themselys in ,a dia- 
mond-cut diamond typo of 
game with Chinese = smug- 
glors and pirates, out of which 
they camo pretty will, Besides 
being manned by a wonderful 
race of mariners, the British 
clippers were often officered by 
ex-naval men, and there was as 
much. competition for appoint- 
mons as thero was for service 
with John .

Dis- 
cipline had, of course, tobe very 
strict; -gun and cutlass drill 
formed a regular part of ‘the 
routine, whilst smartnoss in sail 
handling was assured by esprit de

.}Tho Americans were to the fore 


in the "forties, and some invaded 
the Britigh trade, bat in 1872 
“Dicky” Green (Mr. Richard 
Green, of the famous Blackwall 
Line) put heart into the ship- 
owners at Home, when his small 
clipper the Challenger just heat 
its big American rival of similar 
name, the Challenge, in’a great 
run to England. Subsequently the 
competition rested between the 
British rival types, the Aberdeen 
and the Clyde. The culminating 
point in the history of the 
clippers may be said to have 
been reached in 1872 with 
the raco between ‘Thermopy- 
lao and Cutty Sark. Tho 
vessels left Shanghai on the same 
day within an hour or two of 
cach other. Owing to fresh gales 
and thick fog, they were some 
time in getting away, and then 
Cutty Surk's fore-topgallant was 
split in a gale. The monsoon 
held for some days, but aftor a 
week's run the racers were in 
sight of each other, Cutty Sark 
leading. A few days later her rival 
went to.the fore, but Cutty Sark 
led through the Stolzes Channel 
until some unfriendly waterspouts 
caused the positions to be again 
reversed. At Keeling “Cocos 
Telands Thermopylae was still 
ahead, but then Cutty Sark got the 
wind fresh from the $.B., 
which just suited her, and she 
went flying to the front with 
three consecutive days’ runs of 
340, 327, and 320 knots. Then she 
had the bad luck to lost her rud- 
der, and finally Thermopylae won 
well by: time, but in shipping 
circles the honours were given to 
Cutty Sark, for she was hove-to 
for more than six days whilst a 
jury rudder was being fixed up. 
In point of time the race by.no 
means constituted a record, the 
conditions not being favourable, 
but it is historic aga direct test 
between the famous rivals. The 
clippers. continued for a few years 
after the opening of the Suocz, 
but there was no longer the 
same incentive to racing. Mr. 
Lubbock’s narrative has a lot to 
say about Hongkong, and doubt- 
less the records of Messcs. 
Jardine, Matheson and Co., who 
figure largely in the volume, 
nontain -particulars of many 
thrilling incidents,

AN ISLANDER’S DIARY. 


(By ‘‘ Ajax.”) 


The Shipping Light Dues ques- 
tion has been agitating us during 
the week, and the proposed con- 
tinuation of the collection of this 
two-and-a-half cents. has been 
condemned. We may likely 
witnoss a full-dress debate at the 
next session of the Council meet- 
ing. It is claimed that. if this 
imposition continues we may see 
Macao becoming a rival of Hong- 
kong inthe near future, Asis 
well known, Macao is only about 
forty miles distant from Hong- 
‘and her geographical position, 
owing to her being a peninsula 
and joinod to one of the richest 
and most populous. districts in 
the Province of Kwangtung, can 
be anid to be really better suited 
as a commercial and shipping 
baso to that districtand the West 
and North Rivers than Hong- 
kong. Steamers coming from those 
‘districts pass Macao before 
reaching Hongkong and,, there- 
fore, Macao is nearer and handier. 
That Macao has no trade worth 
speaking about ix simply due to 
her not having a harbour capable 
of accommodating ocean-going 
steamers, but the Macao Govern- 
ment is shortly going to build one 
with all modern facilities, capable 
of giving anchorage to vessels of 
over twenty feet draught at high 
tide, and will probably dredge a 
decper channel: when circum- 
stances warrant it. The Hongkong 
Government cannot afford to lose 
sight of what is going on at our 
very doors. We-have unbounded 
faith in the future of the Colony, 
and wo must do allin our power 
to maintian our premier shipping 
position in South China, but at 
‘the same time we-cannot afford to 
dismiss the matter lightly. It 
behoves us to see what will 
happen should the impost be con- 
tinued and Macao grow in im- 
portance as a post, D 
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In this connecition of Macao 
harbour, it would be interesting to 
know to whom the contract for 
building the harbour is going. It 
is whispered that a foreign 
firm, not Portuguese nor 
British, is Jikely to secure this 
contract.. Of course, British 
firms have not been. asleep in 
trying to capturo the. contract 
for the Macao harbour. works. 
Indeed, a British firm, which is 
well-known and highly thought of, 
has made a very favourable pro- 
posal to the Macao Government, 
and the same will soon be con- 
sidered by the Macao authorities. 
The firm is not a Hongkong 
concern. It iw well-known here 
that its managers and engineers 
had come out on more thanéone 
occasion in connection with the 
Macao harbour works, 
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The question. is whether 
when the -harbour is com- 
pleted Macao is likely to be a 
serious rival of Hongkong as a 
shipping port. The present scheme 
is only for a harbour to accom- 
modate vessels drawing up to 
twenty feet of water, more or less, 
and it follows that such a harbour 
ig not likely to be a serious 
menace to Hongkong. It is claim- 
ed that Macao must have a 
decent harbour. It had Janguish- 
ed for years for lack of a harbour, 
and now that the Government 
has the means to do it, nobody 
can contest its right to have that 
harbour. The Macanese have 
been clamouring fore harbour for 
more than thirty years, and it is 
only now that they see a chance 
of their aspirations being realis- 
ed. Macac has a peculiar business 
of its own and it is said that it is 
this business whioh the harbour 
is intended to foster and develop 
and that the new port of Macao 
will benefit Hongkong, serving as 
a feeder to this port. Especially 
will this be the case when the pro- 
jected Macao-Canton Railway is 
an accomplished fact, Itisdifficult 
to say whether part of the ship- 
ping will'be diverted to Macao by 
the imposition of the 21/2 cents 
Light Dues on ships using the 
Hongkong harbour. Only when 
the Macao harbour is completed 
and ships begin to frequent it can 
one see whether the 21/2. cents 
Light Dues will play any part in 
attracting shipping to Macao, but 
it is well to place before our 
minds this possible danger that 
may arise in the near future,
